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Oa 24 June 1950 survey parties were sent out from Paot’cu and Yin Ch'uan for 
the purpose of surveying the intervening route. The survey is to be 
completed in October 1950. and the roadbed is scheduled tote ready by April 

According to a Chinese railway official, the construction of this railroad 
was suggested by Soviet advisers on the grounds of military needs. After 
its completion, the railroad will be extended from Yin CVuan to Unchow 
to connect with the Lunghai nail road and the projected Xaasu-Siniciane 
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Jfewnent. the proposed name for this railroad indicates that 
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the probable southern terminus is hinghsia rather than the river
